Reporting as chairman of the Fire 
and Water committee, the Mayor men- 
tioned that that department had been 
kept well. within its appropriation. the 
main jtems of expenditure being only 
wages and’ chemicals. 

- Councillor Huntingford, who was 
next call'ed upon, reported aa chair- 
than of the Finance committee and 
Gave a rough resume of town’s finances 
and resources. The several balances at 


~ the credit of the «different accounts 


were given, and the speaker mention- 
ed that. he considered that the fact of 
there being so large a balance on hand 
at. the, close of so strenuous a year 
was matter for congratulation. 

Being called upon as Chairman of 


mittee, Councillor Forster gave a good 
‘report of-the work carrieed out under 


“his supervision. He stated that the 


scavenging department had started out 
with a number of set backs, but that 
how thanks to renewalp, etc., every- 
thing was in good shape for the next 
three or four years. The. whole depart- 
ment was now in fine order, and the 
men employed under his supervision 
were good workers. The town was now 
being kept in splendid condition. He 
‘mentioned the matter of the outhouses 
round town being in many instances 
in bad-condition, but this matter as 
well_as that of, the nuisancé ground 
would have to be taken up first thing 
by the new Council. When reporting 
on the,management of the Rink, this 
gentjeman , stated {that although’ the 
‘rink account was showing a small de- 
ficit it must be remembered that this 
institution was being run as a profit 
maker, but rather as a pleasure resort 
for the townspeople. The repairs which 
had caused the deeficit were badly 
needed, and ‘the jmprovements effected 
thereby were such as would eventually 
prove an asset. He said: that the rink 
had been paying its way since skating 
‘had sarted, although on account of 
‘the mild winter this has been some- 
what late this year. 

Councillor Cork, as chairman of the

speaker noted that everything was 
going along now in splendid shape. The 
new boiler installation was completed 
and the old boiler had again passed its 
test and was being installed in its new 
position.

According to letter sent out by Hon. 

. G. Reid, provincial treasurer of Al- 
berta, since the completion of the gpec- 
ial audit made in 1922, several import-’ 
ant changes have been made in the 
Accounting System of the province, in 
order to strengthen the contro! of the 
executive council over all department 
al expenditures, 

The accounts will be placed on -a 
revenue and expenditure basis. Reve- 
nue will consist of cash collected on 
income account during the fiscal yogr 
Revenue earned, but not collected, 
will be considered. as a deferrer assct | 
until collected. 

Expenditure wikl include all fliabil 
ities incurred during the fiscal year. 
This will preclude accounts being car-/ 
ried over from one fiscal period to the 
next, as such accounts will be charged 
to and form part of the expenditure | 
of the year to which they belong. 

In the past accounts held over have | 
suc- 
ceeding fiscal period, and this will be | 
prevented automatically the 
system, 

The appointment of a purchasing 
agent is contemplated, and it is 
pected that substantial economies wil! 
be effected by the control and central-| 
ization of purchasing. At the, present 
time. however. a supervision of .pur- 
chases will check and assemble sta-} 
tistics relative to all governmental pur 
chasing until such time as purchasing 
department is established, The auditor's 
oftice will condugt a preaudit of all 
proposed purchases, in order to charge
